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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: applicant arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that Yao dropped the data frames and that data frames are not necessarily silence frames. Examiner has presented that argument 
in response to applicant arguments related to improve channel quality and latency where applicant aruges how to maintain imporve quality 
and latency. On the other hand, the claim language directed towards suppressing the silence frame not dropping the silence frame. 
Therefore, applicant assigned representative is clearly mixing up two different arguments. To clarify applicant assigned representative 
regarding successive media frames, examiner respectfully refers applicant representative to column 9, line 3 - column 10, line 54 followed 
upto column 12, line 50 where Yao clearly discloses about generating data frames and transmitting the data frames over TCP/IP network. 
Therefore, one ordinary skill in the art would recognize transmitting voice data frame over the network would consider as media frames 
transmitted successfully over the network. Therefore, based on what is claimed, Yao clearly discloses suppressing the silence frame and 
therefore, the rejection is maintained. Examiner has responded to the same argument in previous office action. Please refer back to the 
final office action mailed on January 28th, 2008. 
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
